Pursuant to NSC 6l, a report by the Under Secretaries of State 
and the Army, and with the concurrence of the President, repre- 
sentatives for a Working Group were designated by the Secretaries 
of State, Defense, the Treasury, and Commerce, and the Economic 
Cooperation Administrator, to prepare a report looking to closer 
coordination of economic and military aid programs generally for 
Far Eastern areas. The report, prepared by the Working Group 
with the assistance of a representative of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get, was submitted for consideration by the reference memo of 
May 16 as NSC 6l/l. Approved by the Secretaries of the Treasury 
and Commerce; disapproved by the Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tor, with comment. Reply of the Secretary of Defense with the 
views of the JCS was circulated by the reference memo of August 14, 
which summarizes the above replies and. suggests an appropriate 
Council action in the light thereof. Approved by Defense and 
Treasury, August 17; by NSRB and ECA, August 18; by Commerce, with 
comments, August 19.
